SIR, 

I beg herewith to submit the Report containing the usual details 
regarding the Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered during the year 
1897 in the 1064 Registration Districts throughout Scotland. Appended 
to the General Report is the Thirty-third Report on Vaccination, in which 
is contained all the available information regarding the administration of 
the Scottish Vaccination Act, and especially in relation to the vaccination 
of children born in Scotland during 1896.

with the corresponding ratios for last year, as seen on Tables I. and II., an 
increase is found in the case of the deaths and marriages, a decrease in that 
of the births. 


The excess of the births over deaths is 49,762. 


BIRTHS. 


128,823 births were registered throughout Scotland during the year, 
giving a birth-rate of 3:05 per cent., or 305 for every ten thousand of the 
population as estimateé. Of these 65,7 96 are males and 63,027 females. 

Information as to the distribution of these throughout the five 
Registration districts into which the whole country is primarily divided is 
to be found on Tables IV. and V. In the Principal Town districts the 
births registered number 55,211, beimg in the proportion of 3°19 per 
cent. of the estimated population of the same; 28,208 are males and 
27,003 females. In the Large Town districts they are 18,211, being at the 
rate of 3:24 per cent. of the inhabitants ; males 9316, females 8895. In 
the Small Town districts the births are 27,683, giving a birth-rate of 3:11 
per cent. ; males 14,178, females 13,505. In the Mainland-Rural districts 
they total to 25,099, at the rate of 2°74 per cent.; males 12,768, females 
12,331. In the Insular-Rural districts the natal events number 2619, or 
2°14 per cent. of the inhabitants ; males 1326, females 1293. These pro- 
portions indicate the highest birth-rate to have been in. the Large Town 
districts, followed in order by the Principal Town districts, Small Town 
districts, Mainland-Rural districts, and Insular-Rural districts. 

Of the total births 8984 were illegitimate—equivalent to 6°98 per cent. 
of all. This rate varies considerably in the different districts, being 9:3 
per cent. of the births in the Mainland-Rural districts, 6°7 per cent. in the 
Principal Town districts, 6°5 per cent. in the Small Town districts, 5°7 per 
cent. in the Large Town districts, and 5-2 per cent. in the idea | 
districts. 

Table VI. shows the proportion of illegitimate births to every hundred 
births in each of the eight divisions and in each county of Scotland. The 
highest rate—that of 11:8 per cent.—occurs in the North-Hastern division,

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counties varies from 14°1 per cent., the highest, in Wigtown, to 3°0 per 
cent., the lowest, in Dumbarton. (ii nine counties the rate is above 10:0 
per cent,—the highest being 12°3 per cent. in Kincardine, 12°5 per cent. 
in Banff, 13:1 per cent. in Dumfries, 13°5 per cent. in Caithness and in 
Elgin, and 14:1 per cent. in Wigtown. 

Of the total 128,825 births registered during the year in Scotland, 
65,796 were of the male sex and 63 027 of the female sex—the proportion 
of the former being to the latter as 104°4 is to 100, a proportion which 
varies somewhat in each district, the highest occurring in the Small Town 
districts, where 105:0 boys were born 66 every L100 oirls ; the lowest in the 
Tnsular-Rur ‘al districts; where it is 102°6. 

Births were Teg istered daily throughout the country month by month 
as follows :—337 during December, 340 during September, 342 during © 
January and during November, 343 during October, 546 during February, 
349 during August, 358 during July, 362 during May, 368 during 
March, S71 during April, and 377 during June. 


DHATHS. 


79,061 deaths were registered throughout Scotland during the year : 
males, 39,498; females, 39,563; together giving a mortality-rate of 1:87 
per cent., or 187 in every ten thousand of the population as estimated. 

The rate varies in each district, the highest falling in the Principal 
Town districts, of 208 per ten thousand of the inhabitants of the same; followed 
by the Large Town districts with a rate of 187 per ten thousand; the Small 
Town districts with one of 177; the Insular-Rural districts with one of 1638; 
the lowest occurring in the Mainland-Rural districts, of 162 in lke ratio. 

The average number of daily deaths was registered in each month as 
follows:—188 during July, 189 during October, 195 during September, 
202 during June and November, 206 during August, 218 during May, 224 
during January, 225 during December, 243 during April, 248 during March, 
and 263 during February. 


MARRIAGES. 


30,966 marriages were registered in Scotland during 1897, which gives 
a marriage-rate of 75 in every ten thousand of the estimated population. 

This rate, as in the case of the others, varies in each district; the 
highest, 92 per ten thousand, occurring in the Principal Town districts; 
the lowest, 34, in the Insular-Rural districts; the intermediate rates being 
73 in the Large Town districts, 65 in the Small Town districts; and 53 in 
the Mainland-Rural districts. 

The number of marriages reported to the Registrars each month is 
1292 during May, 1501 during February, 1861 during April, 1871 during 
March, 1876 during October, 1902 during September, 2062 during August, 
2234, during November, 3595 during’ July, 3807 during December, 4085 
during January, and 4880 during June. 
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EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


The remarks which follow refer to the Births, Deaths, and Marriages 
which occurred during the year under review in. the following Hight 
Principal Towns in Scotland, viz., Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, 
Leith, Paisley, Greenock, and Perth, the information upon which they are 
founded being furnished by periodical returns sent by the Registrars of 
the same. It is considered that the facts relating to these towns apply in 
a great degree to the country at large. 


BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The births registered in these towns number 48,949, which gives a 
birth-rate of 316 in every ten thousand of the population as estimated. 
The highest rate occurs in Leith, where it is 335 per ten thousand; followed 
by Glasgow with a rate of 334, Greenock with one of 331, Aberdeen with 
one of 329, Paisley with one of 313, Dundee with one of 295, Perth with 
one of 277, and Edinburgh with one of 273. 

Of the total births, 45,500 were legitimate, and 3449 illegitimate; 7.e., 
7°0 of the latter in every hundred of the former. Illegitimate births were 
registered in largest proportion in Dundee, where they form 8:9 per cent. 
of the total births; followed by Aberdeen with 8°1 per cent., Edinburgh 
with 7°7 per cent., Perth with 7:2 per cent., Glasgow with 6°8 per cent., 
Leith with 5-4 per cent., Paisley and Greenock each having an illegitimate 
birth-rate of 5:2 per cent. — 

Table VIII. also indicates the proportion of illegitimate births registered 
during the year to the number of widows and spinsters between the ages of 
15 and 45 years estimated to be living in those towns. Aberdeen stands 
first, with 1:69 per cent. of such; followed by Glasgow with 1°65 per 
cent., Leith with 1°58 per cent., Dundee with 1:55 per cent., Greenock 
with 1°42 per cent., Perth with 1:26 per cent., Edinburgh with 1:19 per 
cent., and Paisley with 1:03 per cent. 

Of the births in these towns, 24,968 are males, and 25,981 females; so 
that for every 100 of the latter there were born 104°1 of the former. 


DEATHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


32,824 deaths were registered in these towns during the year, being at 
the rate of 212 in every ten thousand of the population of the same. The 
male exits are 16,610, the female, 16,214. 4 

The mortality-rate is highest in Greenock, where 222 in every ten 
thousand of its inhabitants died during the year; followed by Glasgow with 
arate of 220, Perth with one of 219, Edinburgh with one of 213, Dun- 
dee with one of 207, Leith with one of 208, Paisley with one of 198, and 
Aberdeen with one of 179. When these rates are compared with the cor-. 
responding for last year (Table [X.), it is seen that in the case of every 
town, with the exception of Aberdeen, the rate for 1897 is above that for 
1896, and when a further comparison is made between the present year 
and the mean of the preceding ten years, an increase in the death-rate for 
1897 over that for the mean ofthe ten years is found to occur in Edinburgh,

, Palbile X. is computed to afford some information as to the mortality 
among children under five years of age in these towns. The total number 
of such deaths is 13,177, out of an estimated population of 188,649 at the 
same age, giving a death-rate of 70 per thousand. In Leith the rate is 76 
per thousand alive at the same age, in Glasgow it is 74, in Edinburgh it 
is 73, in Dundee it is 69, in Greensek it 1s 68, in Aberdeen it. is 52. and 
in Penh and in Paisley it is 51.° When the mortality i is estimated to the 
total deaths, the last column of the table shows how in every hundred 
deaths in Leith 48°7 were of children under five years of age, in Glasgow the 
percentage is 42°9, in Dundee it 1s°38°8, in Greenock it is 38°5, in Edin- 
burgh it is 36°9, in Aberdeen it is 36°0, in Paisley it is 33:4, ad in Perth 
it 1s 25°7, 

Tables XI. and XII. give the percentage of deaths from various 
diseases in these towns, the former table calculated with reference to the 
population, the latter to the total deaths from all causes. In the eight 
towns collectively, the mortality-rate is 2:118 per cent. of their inhabitants 
estimated to be alive. The rate varies in each town from 2:217 per cent. in 
Greenock, the highest, to 1°789 per cent., the lowest, in Aberdeen. The 
rate from Zymotics in the towns tog ether is 0°325 per cent. of their popula- 
tion, and is ‘equal to 15°33 per cent. of the total deaths in the same. The 
highest mortality-rate from Zymotics is in Leith, where 0°364 per cent. of 
the inhabitants succumbed to these diseases, in Glasgow the rate is 0°362 
per cent., in Edinburgh it is 0°360 per cent., in Greenock it is 0°359 per

In Paisley, in every 100 deaths, 3°48 were from Diarrhoea and 
Dysentery; 1:57 from _ Hooping Cough; 1:43 from Fevers (1:16 Enteric, 
0:20 Typhus, and 0:07 Cerebro- -Spinal); 1:36 from Influenza; 0°82 from 
Scarlet Fever; 0°75 from Measles; and 0:48 from Diphtheria. . 

In Greenock, in every 100 deaths, 4°64 :resulted from Diarrhceal 
Affections; 4:05 from Hooping Cough; 3°68 from Measles; 0°81 from 
Influenza and from Fevers (0°74 Typhoid and 0:07 Typhus); ; 0-02 from 
Scarlet Fever; and 0:37 from Diphtheria. 

In Perth, in every 100 deaths, 4°40 are ascribed to Hooping Cough; 
2-12 to Diarrhea and Dysentery ; 1:67 to Influenza; 1:06 to Fevers (all 
Typhoid); 0°76 to Scarlet Fever; 0°61 to Measles; and 0°15 to Diphtheria. 

In the eight towns together, Hooping Cough caused 1404 deaths, 
being at the rate of 4°31 per cent. of the total mortality i in the same, and in 
the ratio of 9°1 in every ten thousand of their inhabitants; 856 of these 
deaths occurred in Glasgow, 242 in Hdinburgh, 90 in Dies and 87 in 
Leith. Measles omens a total of 1105 deaths, equal to 3°39 per cent. of all 
the deaths, and 7:2 in every ten thousand of the population of these towns; 
574 of those are in Glasgow, 339 in Edinburgh, and 101 in Leith. To 
Diarrhoea and Dysentery 964 deaths are ascribed, in the ratio of 2°96 per 
cent. of all deaths, and 6°3 per ten thousand of population; 448 of these 
are in Glasgow, 150 in Dundee, 119 in Edinburgh, and 63 int®Greenock.

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Scarlet Fever caused 340 deaths, equal to 1:04 per cent. of all, or 2:2 per 
ten thousand of population; 1382 of these deaths are registered in Glasgow, 
and 105 in Edinburgh. 293 deaths occurred from Fevers, giving a 
mortalty-rate of 0°90 per cent. of all deaths, or 1:9 in every ten thousand 
of the inhabitanta; Typhoid or Enteric caused 277 of the whole; Typhus, 
12; Relapsing anil Cerebro-Spinal, each 1; and Simple or Wedenncd, ap 
Typhus occurred in Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, ie le and Greenock; 
Enteric caused 172 deaths in Glasgow, 33 in Bdinbur ‘oh, 25 in Dundee, 17 
in Paisley, and 10 in Greenock. ‘The death from Relapsing Fever was in 
Aberdeen, and that from Cerebro-Spinal in Paisley. Influenza caused 264 
deaths, equal to 0°81 per cent. of all deaths, and 1-7 per ten thousand of 
population; 85 of these were in Glasgow, 72 in Edinburgh, 36 in Aberdeen, 
22 in Dundee, and 20 in Paisley. Diphtheria caused 205 deaths, 0°63 per 
cent. of the total mortality, or 1:3 in every ten thousand of the population ; 
and most numerous in Glasgow and Edinburgh. Small Pox caused 7 
deaths, 6 in Glasgow and 1 in Leith, and of these, 3 are stated to have been 
unvaccinated. 

Zymotics together caused 4991 deaths, in the proportion of 15°33 per 
cent. of the total mortality, or 32°56 in every ten thousand of the inhabitants 
of the eight towns. To Syphilis 126 deaths are ascribed; to Erysipelas, 85; 
and to Puerperal Fever, 77. 

Diseases of a Constitutional character caused 6020 deaths, thus con- 
stituting 18°49 per cent. of all the deaths, or 39:1 in every ten thousand of 
population. Rheumatism and Rheumatic Fever caused 143 deaths; Cancer 
1269, or 3:90 per cent. of all, and 8°3 per ten thousand of population; 
most marked in Edinburgh, Aberdeen, Dundee, and Greenock. Gout 
accounts for 5 deaths. Phthisis caused 3089 deaths, at the rate of 9°49 per 
cent. of the total mortality, and being 20°] in every ten thousand of the 
population; the highest rate falling in Dundee, Perth, Leith, and Greenock. 
Tubercular Meningitis caused 560 deaths; Tabes Mecoeericn: 404; and 
other forms of the Tubercular condition, 329, 

To Diseases of the Nervous System 8669 deaths are ascribed, equiva- 
lent to 11°27 per cent. of all deaths, or 23°9 per ten thousand of population. 
‘ In Glasgow the rate was 24°1 per ten thousand, in Edinburgh it was 23 fa 
in Dundee it was 21°6, in Aberdeen it was 23° 3. in Leith : was 20°4, 1 
Paisley it was 28°7, in Greenock it was 24:7, and in Perth it was 32°5. 

Diseases of the Circulatory Organs caused 2751 deaths, constituting 
8:45 per cent. of the total mortality, or 17:9 per ten thousand of the popu- 
lation, the latter rate being in the case of each town as follows:—16°3 in 
Glasgow, 20°5 in Edinburgh, 19°8 in Dundee, 17:5 in Aberdeen, 15°8 in 
Leith, 18-1 in Paisley, 19°3 in Greenock, and 29: 2 in Perth. 

Diseases of the Respiratory Or gans caused 6747 deaths, at the rate of 
20°72 per cent. of all the deaths, and 43°9 per ten thousand of population. 
In Glasgow the rate to the inhabitants as estimated 1 is 48°38, in Edinburgh it 
is 86°8, in Dundee it is 45°4, in Aberdeen it is 36°0, in Leith it is 38° 6, in 
Paisley it is 42°6, in Greenock it is 46-4, and in Perth it is 35-2. To 
Bronchitis 3000 deaths are due, and to Pneumonia, 2910; Glasgow, Dundee, 
Paisley, and Greenock showing the highest mortality for these. Pleurisy 
caused 137 deaths, and Croup 111. 

From diseases of the Organs of Digestion there are 2295 deaths, 7:06 
per cent. of the whole mortality, and 14°9 per ten thousand of population. 
Enteritis caused 686 deaths; Peritonitis, 291; Liver Disease, 279; and 
Dentition, 215, 

B 
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Diseases of the Urinary Organs caused 845 deaths, in the proportion of 
2°59 per cent. of all, or 5° per ten thousand of population. Nephritis 
accounts for 264 of these; Bright’s Disease for 326; and Diseases of the 
Bladder and Prostate for ‘98. 

Premature Births account for 931 deaths; Congenital Malformations 
for 177; and 1086 are ascribed to Old Age. 3 

From Atrophy and Debility 1009 deaths are registered; from Dropsy 
26; while in 261 the death was sudden and the cause not sufficiently 
ascertained, or was due to ill-defined or not specified causes. 

Violent deaths number 1237 in all, forming 3°80 per cent. of all 
deaths, or 8-0 per ten thousand of population. Of these, 1150 are due to 
Accident or Negligence; while 86 are due to Homicide or Suicide; and 1 
to Judicial Hanging. The Suicides, 77 in all, were committed as follow: 
—On Railways, 1; by Gun-shot Wounds, 17; by Cuts or Stabs, 19; by 
Hanging, 23; by Drowning, 5; by Precipitation, 5; and by Poison, 7. 

84 deaths are ascribed to Intemperance; 67 Chronic Alcoholism, and 
17 Delirium Tremens. 

106 Old Persons died in the eight towns during the year at ages of 
90 and upwards, 19 being menand 87 women. ‘The oldest were two men and 
four widows, each 97 years of age at death. : 


MARRIAGES IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


14,484 marriages were registered in these towns during the year 1897, 
being in the proportion of 93 in every ten thousand of the ee 
population. The rate in Glasgow was 97, in Edinburgh it was 98, 
Dundee it was 81, in Aberdeen it was 99, Leith it was 84, in Paisley it 
was 88, in Greenock it was 84, and in Perth it was 88 per ten thousand. 


WHATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON MORTALITY. 


The following remarks on the weather of the year are extracted from 
the Notes made by Dr. Buchan, under the direction of the Council of the 
Scottish Meteorological Society, which appear in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Reports :— 

The weather of January was characterised by a rather high mean 
pressure, with an unusually low average monthly range ; a low mean tem- 
perature with a lower mean daily range than has occurred since January 
1874; a very low humidity; a comparatively small rainfall, falling three 
days fewer than the average; an unwonted excess of norther ly and 
easterly winds, and a deficiency of south-westerly winds. 

The weather of February was characterised by a mean pressure a little 
above the average, with a rather low monthly range ; a mean temper — 
of 1°°3 above the average, with a mean daily range rather under it ; 
average humidity ; a rainfall one-fourth under the average, falling, owe 
ever, on the average number of days; and a wind-force just under the 
average, with a slight excess of south-westerly and deficiency of north- 
westerly winds. 

The weather of March was characterised by an unwontedly. low 
mean barometric pr ossure, with a monthly range a little under the average ; 
a mean temperature 1°°5 above the average, with a mean daily range 1°:2

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April was characterised by a rather low mean barometric pressure, 
with a monthly range also somewhat under the average; a mean tem- 
perature 2°°1 under the average, with the average mean daily range ; 
mean humidity slightly under the average; a mean rainfall very nearly 
the average, falling, however, on two days in excess of the average ; three 
days excess of easterly winds, and a like (deficiency of northerly wind, with 
a mean force about the average. 

May was characterised by a mean barometric pressure nearly the 
average, with a monthly range considerably above ; a mean temperature 
1°°6 under the average, with a mean daily range nearly 1°-0- above it; a 
mean humidity a good deal under the average ; a mean rainfall slightly 
above the average, falling on the average number of days ; amean direction 
of the wind nearly the normal, with a mean force a ‘good deal above the 
average. 

June was characterised by a mean barometric pressure rather above 
the average, with a monthly range a little above the average; a mean 
temperature a degree under the average, with a mean daily range lower 
than any that has occurred since 1879 ; a very large mean humidity, which 
during the past forty-two years has only been exceeded in 1872 and 1874; 
an unustially heavy rainfall, and falling on six days more than the average; 
and a large preponderance of easterly winds. 

July was characterised by a mean barometric pressure considerably 
above the average, with a monthly range a little above it; a mean tempera- 
ture fully a degree above the average, with an unusually large mean daily 
range, which during the last forty-two years was exceeded only in J uly 
1868, when the range was 17°°2; a very low mean humidity, a mean rain- 
fall, both in amount and frequency of fall, a good deal under the average ; 
and a slight excess of north-easterly winds.

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August was characterised by a mean barometric pressure unusually 


low, with a monthly range a little above the average ; a mean temperature 


unusually high, with a mean daily range nearly a degree above the average ; 
a mean humidity slightly above the average; a mean rainfall considerably 
above the average, falling on three more days than the average ; and a very 
large excess of southerly winds. 

September was characterised by a mean barometric pressure and a 
monthly range both a little above the average ; a mean temperature about 
a degree and a half under the average, accompauied with a mean daily 
range unusually high; a mean humidity rather less than the average; a 
mean rainfall an inch under the average, but falling on two days more than 
the average; and three days excess of north-westerly winds. 

The weather of October was characterised by a very high mean baro- 
meter, but accompanied with a monthly range a httle under the average ; 
a mean temperature a good deal above the average, with a mean daily 
range much above the average; a mean humidity slightly under the 
average ; a mean rainfall greatly under the average, falling on four days 
fewer than usual in October ; a considerable excess of southerly winds, with 
a force much under the average. 

The weather of November was characterised by an unusually high 
mean barometer, with a very high monthly range; a mean temperature 
higher than any hitherto recorded by the Society for November, with a 
mean daily range smaller than any hitherto recorded for the same month ; 
a mean humidity above the average, but with a mean rainfall greatly under 
the average, falling on one day more than the average ; and an unusual 
excess of winds from H., 8.E.,8.,and S.W.. 3 

The weather of December was characterised by a very low mean baro- 
meter, accompanied by an unusually large monthly range; a mean tempera-

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ture a degree above the average, with a mean daily range half a degree 
above the average ; the average mean humidity; a rainfall above the 
average, falling on two days more than the average ; and a marked excess 
of southerly winds. 

Tables XIII. and XIV. give some facts regarding the meteorological 
conditions of the year, and the mortality among the inhabitants which 
occurred during each month of 1897, with, for the sake of comparison, 
corresponding information for the mean of ten years 1881-1890. The 
months of January, December, and February are those with the lowest 
mean temperature, but, except January, are higher than the mean of the 
same months of the ten years. The mean temperature of the year is a 
trifle above that for the mean of the ten years. Hxcepting the months of 
January, April, May, and September of the present year, the mean tem- 
perature of the others is more or less above that of the corresponding 
months of the longer period. The actual proportional mortality is highest 
during the colder months, being lowest during the months of summer and 
autumn,

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Table XV., which refers to the Hight Towns, indicates the connection 
between some of the monthly meteorological conditions and the monthly 
deaths from the more important Miasmatic and some other diseases. There 
are but seven deaths from Small Pox in these towns during the year, one 
occurring in February, one in June, four in September, and one in November. 
Measles and its sequels causes its heaviest mortality during the early and 
more inclement months of the year. Scarlet Fever causes its largest 
number of deaths during the later months of the year, October, November, 
and December; the smallest during May and June. The deaths from 
Hooping Cough gradually increase from January to April, and fall 
steadily thereafter until December, when a considerable rise again takes 
place. Diphtheria causes its greatest mortality during the early spring 
months and those of autumn, its minimum during summer. Fevers bulk 
most largely during the autumnal months of September and October, and 
deaths from Diarrhceal Affections may be chiefly noted during the last 
months of summer, and especially during August and September. 

_ Phthisis is a marked cause of death during each month, but more especi- 
ally so for the present year during its first six months. 

The more acute diseases of the Respiratory Organs, as Pneumonia and 
Bronchitis, are distinctly most prevalent and fatal during the early and late 
months of the year, in fact during those in which the most inclement 
weather occurs; the fewest deaths from the same being registered 
during the warmer months of July aud August. Much the same may be 
noticed as to deaths from Diseases of the Heart and Circulatory Organs, 
more stress of work being laid upon those during the colder than during the 
warmer months, and, as may be expected, when not sound are apt to give 
way under the pressure; and for the same reason the seasons at which 
the Brain succumbs to disease may be accounted for . 

Tables XVII. and XVIII. give the number of deaths registered each 
month at four series of ages. Thus the mortality among children (0-6 
years) was most marked during February, March, April, May, and August; 
least so during June and July. 7 

Among Adolescents (5-20 years) the greatest mortality occurs during 
January, March, April, May, and June; the least during September, 
October, and November. f 

Adults (20-60 years) succumbed in greatest number during the first 
four months of the year, the fewest deaths among them being registered 
during July, August, and September. 

The Aged, or those over 60 years, died in largest number during 
January, February, March, April, and December; the opposite during 
July, August, September, and October. 

The general mortality among the residents of the above Hight Towns 
was greatest during March, gradually falling during February, January, 
April, May, December, August, November, Julv. September, June, 
October. 
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The Returns of Vaccination for the year 1896 show that, of the 
129,245 children whose births were recorded in Scotland, 110,033, or 
85°135 per cent., were successfully vaccinated. In 2843 cases certificates 
of postponement were granted, being at the rate of 2:200 per cent.; 544, or 
0'421 per cent., were described as insusceptible of vaccination in consequence 
of some constitutional peculiarity ; and 286, or 0°221 per cent., were insus-

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ceptible from having been vaccinated, but by persons who were not qualified 
to give certificates to that effect. 12,181 of the children born, or 9:425 per 
cent. died before vaccination, and 3358, or 2°598 per cent., were removed 
from the district in which they were born, previous to vaccination, or in 
some other way were unacconnted for. None af the children born were 
insusceptible in respect of having had Small Pox. It appears, therefore, that 
the number successfully vaccinated is slightly under the average of the 
previous ten years; that the proportion of postponed cases is above the 
average; the number constitutionally insusceptible is above the average ; 
and the number insusceptible from previous snecessful vaccination is just 
about the average. The number of children removed from the district in 
which they were born, or in some other way unaccounted for, is above the 
average. 

Table XX. shows the proportions to the total living children, those who 
died before being vaccinated being omitted, and from this it will be seen 
that, of the 117,064 children alive at the age of six months, 110,033, or 
93°994 per cent., were successfully vaccinated ; that in 2843 cases, or 2°429 
per cent. vaccination was postponed; in 544 cases, or 0°465 per cent., the 
children were certified to be constitutionally insusceptible; and in 286 
cases, or 0:244 per cent., the children were insusceptible from having been 
previously successfully vaccinated. In 3358 cases, or 2°868 per cent. the 
children were removed from the district in which they were born, or were 
otherwise unaccounted for. 

Table XXI. shows the number of deaths from Small Pox in Scotland 
for each year from 1855 to 1895; the number given for 1897 is that which
